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The Suit to Enjoin the Pilgrim Trustees 
From Kinging Them. 


Other Cases of Interest Heard To-Day~ 
Legal Notes. 


The case of James M. Leete and G. F. 
Halee against the trustees of the Pilgrim Con- 
gregatlonal Church came up before J udge 
Lindley this morning, and was set for trial 
next Tuesday. 

The caseis quite an important one as it in- 
volves the right of a church organization to 
ring the bells attached to its edifice. The pe- 
tition of the plaintiffs stated that the peti- 
tioners reside at Nos. 2000 and 2912 Washing- 
ton avenue, within a short distance of the 
Piigrim Congregational Church, which is sit- 
uated on the corner of Ewing and Washing- 


ton avenues. The plaintiffs built their homes 
and moved their residence to that locaiity in 
the year 1876 for the avowed pur- 

of enjoying immunity from the 
dust and in ts | us and vexatious noes 
of the central portions of the city. At the 
time of locating their residences, the Pilgrim 
church was situiaced at the place which it nuw 
eccupies, but was devoid of the system of bells 
wh ch at a later date was placed in the tower. 
The church edifice was originally erected in 
1872. In 1876, ten large bells »ggregatiug 1100 
pounds were placed in the tower, since which 
time life has been made miserabie for tuose 
who reside in the immediate vicinity. These 
bells were sounded by mach nery and struck 
the hours, half and quarter hours. It was es- 
tima ed that the strokesof these metallic souna- 
ing iustrumenvts amvunted to 52 in one hour, 
and over 1116 in asingie day. This computa- 
tion was not carried on for a year or even for 
a century. 

The petition sets forth that the nuisance was 
so great that it finally was abated somehow by 
omitting the quaiter-hour strokes during a 
portion of the day, and also during the session 
of prayer-mectiug on Weduesday evenings. 
In addition, however, to the ringing of the 
bells to denote the bours and othrr divisions 
of time, the bells were employed to call the 
congregation to church and to prayer-meet- 
ings. This incessant ringing has caused the 
plaintiffs great annoyance and has injured the 
value of the property oecupied by them. The 
petition states that the beils are loud, harsh, 
sharp, changing and discordant They de- 
stroy all idea of music and render conversation 
impossibie. They preveut sleep ng by night or 
en yment of life by day. Tney destroy-so- 
cial and domestic iatervourse, and the trouble 
is greauly increa-ed during warm wea her or 
sickness. The piaintiffs hold that tue bells are 
not necessary, as people are generally pro- 
vided with time pieces and do not require the 
sounding of the bells to nutify tbem hat time 
is flying by. Nor do they cousider it necessary 
to ring the bells fur chu: ch or prayer mee ings, 
as those who attend such services wollld do 
so without the intervention of thoze bells. The 
plaintiffs accordingly ask for an injunction to 
restrain the church trustees from ringing the 
bells and request that they be silenced furever. 


The Habeas Corpus Case. 

Andrew Fine, who took out a writ of 
habeas corpusto secure the custody of his 
three children, bas changed his mind. The 
littie Fines were taken care of by their 
mother, Mrs. Fine, and their grandfather, 
Thos. Forrester. Andrew claimed that his

For reasons best known to himself Audrew 
Fine coucluded to dismiss the case, and such 
was the disposition made of it. The mother 
still retains possession of her chi:dren, and 
Andrew Fine is con eattodo without them.
